81,000 Oil Wells Working In 
State On

The demands of the national defense 
program for lubricating oil today finds 
Pennsylvania leading the nation with 
Hi,OOO oil wells working on an “all- 
out” basis to produce 17,318,000 bar­ 
rels annually, the Department of Com­ 
merce disclosed. 


The state produces slightly less than 
eight per cent of the nation’s needs, 
far in excess of the production of Xew 
York, Ohio and West Virginia, other 
leading states in this field. 


The wells are located in the western 
tier, 
distributed 
chiefly 
in 
McKean. 
Venango, Forest, Potter and W arren 
counties with smaller wells in 
L aw ­ 
rence, 
Allegheny 
and 
Washington 
counties. 


“J here are 81,500 oil wells in the 
Commonwealth,’’ a Commerce Depart­ 
ment spokesman said, "with an esti­ 
mated reserve of approximately 183,- 
000,000 barrels.” 


“This figure, compared to the na­ 
tion’s reserve of more than 18,400,000,- 
000 barrels, is insignificant.” he added,
